buried were indicated, whereas 32 bodies were actually found upon the excavation 
of that grave. Such was also the case upon the excavation of Grave No, 62h, 

In obher gravc:, layers of earth were placed between several rows of 
corpses. Fir instance, ten bodies were found in Grave No. 625, When a layer 
of earth 10 centimeters thick had been removed, two further rows of corpses 
were found on the same grave, and such was the case at the excavation of Crave 
No. 627 and 628, 

Numerous graves were camouflaged with flowers, trees, plants, paths, etc., 
but no disguise exists which can ever hide the bloody crimes committed by 
the Hitlerite miscreants. 

If I am not mistaken, a case exists when one of the participants in this 
trial, evidently forgetting where and in what circumstances he was placed,

At the present I am fully able to submit to the Tribunal documents which,

To conclude presentation of the evidence pertaining to this monstrous 
crine of the Hitlerties, I wish to draw the attention of the Tribunal to 
several facts.

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"One of such camps was established in the course of 19h2 at Boten, 
near Rognan, Nearly 1,000 Yugoslav prisoners of war were brought into this 
camp and in the course of a few months all of them, to hhe last man, died of 
illness, hunger, physical torture, or direct murder. They were daily forced 
to do the hardest kind of work on a road and on some dams. The working hours 
lasted from dawn until 8 peme, under the worst climatic conditions in this 
northern part of Norway, Ir the course of their work, the prisoners were in- 
cessantly beaten, and in the camp itself were exposed to ill treatment of the 
worst kind, 
"Thus, for example, in August of 1942, the prisoners were ordered 

by the German staff of the camp to have all their hair from arm=pits 

and around their genitalia removed, as otherwise, they would be shot. 

Not one prisoner received any razors from the Germans, though the Cermans 


knew well that they had none, The prisoners spent the whole of the night 
pulling gut their hair with their hands and assisting one another. However, 


in the morning the guards killed four prisoners and wounded three by 
rifle fire," 


"On November 26, 1913, German soldiers in the middle of the night broke 

into the ambulance and dragged out into the courtyard 90 sick prisoners; 

after they had to undress completely in the terrible cold, all were shot, 
On January 26, 1943, another 50 prisoners died in the worst imaginable pains 
because of beating. Throughout the winter, other prisoners were also killed in 
the following manner: They would be buried naked up to their waist, and water 
Sprayed over them, so that statues of ice were made of them. It was established 
hat 830 Yugoslav prisoners of war were killed in the above-mentiened camp in 
various similar ways," 
Further, on page 33, Exhibit USSR-36, information is contained of the shooting 


of Yugoslav prisoners of war in the camp of Pajsfjord (Norway). After 10 July 


1942 when an ppidemie of typhus (spotted fever) broke out in that camp and 


pread to six more, the Cermans found no other way of fighting this epidemic 
wholesale showting of all the patients. This was done on 17 July 1912, 
On the same page, 30, there is a reference to a Norwegian report of 22 
January 1940 which was composed on the basis of statements made by Norwegian 
guards of this camp, who fled, in which it is stated that out of 900 Jugoslay 
prisoners of war, 320 were shot, while the remainder for the purpose of 


isolating them were transferred to another camp, Bjarfjel. I will read into 


the record page 38 of Exhibit USSR+36, be ling with the 5th paragraph from 
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the bottom, page 31 of your document book, 


"When an epidemic of typhus broke out in the new camp, in the course 
of the following five to six weeks, an average of 12 men a day were shot, 
By the end of august 1942, 350 of these prisoners were returned to Bajsfjord, 
where German SS troops continued to ecterminate them, In the end, only 200 
men remained alive and were transferred to camp Osen, I will now skip two 
paragraphs and pass to the last paragraph of the same reports 


"One June 22, 1943, a transport containing 900 Yugoslav prisoners arrived 
in Norway. Most of them were intellectuals, and then workers an peasants, 
prisoners form the ranks of the former Yugoslav Army or captured partisans 
or men seized as so-called politically "suspicious elements". part of them 
about 400, were placed in the still unfinished camp at Korgen, while the 
other group of about 500 was sent ten to tw nty kilometers further on the 
Osen. The Commandant of both camps simultanecusly, frem June 192 until the 
end of Yarch 1943, was the SS-Sturmbannfuehrer ..Dolps, 


"Men were constantly dying of hunger,l5 men were placed in a hut which 
was normally to accomodate only 6 menes». There were no medicines ...... 
They worked under most difficult conditions, on road building, in heavy 
cold, without clothing and caps, naked, in the rain anc wind, twerve hours 
a day, 


"The prisoners in the camp of Osen used to sleep in their shirts without 
any underpants, without any cover whatsoever, on bare floors, Dolps 
personally visited huts and carried out inspections, The prisoners who 
were caught sleeping in their underpants were killed on the spot by Dolps 
with his submachine gun. He killed in the same manner all those who appeared 
on parade, which he took personally, in soiled underwear eevcocee 
By the end of 1942, only 90 still remained alive of the first group .of 
400 in Korgene. Out of about 500 prisoners who were taken to the camp of 
Osen, by the end of June 1942, there were in iarch of 1943, only 30 men 
alive."

"In April 1941, immediately after the occupation of the Yugoslav territory, 


the Germans drove into captivity in Germany about 300,000 soldiers and non- 
commissioned officers. The Yugoslav State Commission has at its disposal much 
evidence of the unlawful illtreatment of these prisoners, Wa shall give here 
only a few examples, 

"On July 14, 1943, in the officers camp (Oflag) VI-0 at Osnabrueck, 70 


captured Yugoslav officers were separated from the remainder and placed in a 


special punishment camp called Camp D. In this camp they were all crowded togethe 
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in four huts; every contaet with the rest of the camp was prohibited and the 


treatment of these offices has been still more contrary to thep provisions 
of the above-mentioned Comvention, than the treatment of other prisoners. In 
this punishment-camp were placed all those whom the Germans considered to be 
supporters of the National Liberation Movement, and against whom they applied 
very frequently various collective punishments, 
"The Germans even played with the lives of prisoners and frequently 

out of pure whim fired shots at them. Thus, for example, at the aforesaid 
camp at Osnabrueck, on January 11, 1942, a German guard fired at a group 
of prisoners, severly wounding Capt, Petaer Nozinic. On July 26, 19h2, a 
guard fired on a group of officers, On September 2, 19h2, a guard fired 

on Lt, Vladislav Vajs, who remained permanently incapacitated by the wamnd 
received. On September 22, 1942, a guard from the prison tower fired again 
on a group of offf&cers. On December 18, 192, the guard fired on a group 

of officers, because from their huts they were looking at the English 

risoners passing by. On February 20th, 1942, a guard fired on a Yugoslav 
officer, only because the officer was smoking. On March llth, 1943, a guard 
fired a shot at the doors of a hut and killed General Dhmitrife Tavlovic. 
One June 21, 1943, a guard fired at the Yugoslav Lt. Cole Branko Pepadic. 
On april 26, 194 the German non-commissioned officer Richards fired on 
Lt, Vladislav Cajger, who subsequently died of the wunds received, On une 
26, 1944, the German Captain Xuntze fired on two Yugoslav officers, severely 
wunding Lt, Alekesander Djordjevic. All these shootings were carried out 
without any serious reason or pretext, and only as a result of cruel orders 
of the German camp commanders, who threatened that arms would be used even 
in case of most insignificant offences or even without this excuse, 


"All these examples took place in one Single camp, But hhis was the 


treatment applied in all the wemaining camps for Yugoslav officers and soldiers 
who were prisoners of war in German hands," 
A certain incident is described in the Czechoslovak government report 


which I should like to mention here. Its improtanee lies not in the fact 


that it throws a new light on the methods employed in Fascist trimes, but 


that it took place at the time when the Hitlerites clearly realized that their 


days were numbered. This indident is described in appendix 4 to Czechoslovak 
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Government's report and I shall deseribe it briefly in my own words,-

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The hands of the accused are dipped in the blood of the victims of 
Rostov and Kharkov, the martyrs of Ausciwitz and of the other camps of 
extermination created by the Hitlerites, 

The enemy perfidiously attacked our country. The people rose in arms 
to defend their motherland, her freedom, her independence, the honor and 
life of their families. They joined the ranks of the fighters, and lo, 
they fell into the hands of the enemy. See how the enemy mocked when 
they no longer had arms to defend themselves. 

So, may these principal war ckimninals — who bear the main responsibility

Allow me to present to the Tribunal, Senior Counsel, L,N, Sminov,

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the Crimes of Germans in the Territory of the Lvov Region," 

I quote now from the statement by Vasso, which is included in the 
text of the report as certified documentation, on page 6, second column of 
the text, paragraph 5, beginning at page 1h, at the beginning of the 
paragr2phe The Tribunal will find this evidence on page 59. 

"The little children were martyrs. They were given 38 presents to 
the Hitler Youth, which used them as living tergets for their target practice.

In that manner were created, educated and trained those moral monsters 
who Were called upon to execute the program of the main criminals for the 
physical destruction of tne population of the countries of Eastern Europe, 
The Fascist government had no reason to e pect that the standard bearers of
